Fears that six men, trapped by &

TRIKINGLY similar comment tliat the good citizens of Amer­ 
ica have to make in the matter of the sentence handed out 
to A1 Capone in Chicago, Saturday, in which he was given a term 
of 11 years in the penitentiary, assessed a fine of S50.000 and 
will be required to pay approximately $100,000 costs of the 
trials and suits, is that he deserved even more than he got. 


It has long been a mystery to the people of the United 
States who are not On the inside of the “ racketeering” game, 
how such a condition could exist as that tolerated in the case of 
Al Capone. 
The United States authorities in pushing this case 
against Capone have only made a start. »The thing now to be 


done is to get other “ big shots”. 
An immediate effect of the sentencing of Capone should 
be to put a new fear of the law into other gangsters, and would- 
be gang leaders, and to give added impetus to efforts being 
made by honest officers of the law. 
An aroused and solidified public sentiment in the. United 
States has decreed that the gangsters ar.d racketeers must go. 
There is nothing that cannot be accomplished by public sen­ 
timent that is crystallized behind any movement. 
■ Big shot” racketeers as well as the “ small fry” must go. 


PROHIBITED USES OF HIGHWAYS 
An Illinois court has handed down a decision to the effect? th at 
public highways can not be used for storage purposes. The case in which 
this decisiorf was rendered resulted from a m an’s habitually leaving his 
automobile in the street at nights. 
The court's decision harmonizes with the traffic regulations of most 
American states. These take the position th at cars parked in streets at 
night are left there not "at the owner's risk," but at the risk of the pub­ 
lic to which streets belong. All uses of streets which endanger the pub­ 
lic are prohibited.

NEW YORK, Oct. 26.—Dr. Albert 
Einstein, whose relativity theory is 
said to be understood by only 12 men 
in the world In all its significance, 
has added the theory of a fifth to 
the known four-dimensions of the 
universe, 
A statement indicating this was 
written by him, and was made pub­ 
lic today by the Josiah 
Macy 
Jr. 
Foundation which helped finance 
the German savant’s experiments at 
Mt. Wilson, California, earlier this 
year. 
Dr. Einstein has not changed his 
theory of relativity, the statement 
made plain. But he changed his con­ 
cepts of the universe because a five 
dimensional universe i s essential to 
a formula that basically makes elec­ 
tricity and gravity identical. 
The statement disclosed that Ein­ 
stein and his assistant, Dr. Walter 
Mayer, had evolved part of a work 
setting forth a new 
unified 
field 
theory. 
The one he announced in 1929, and 
on which he had labored 
for ten 
years, will be supplanted 
by 
the 
studies just 
completed, 
the 
an­ 
nouncement said. 
Some of his older ideas of the uni­ 
verse, Einstein asserted, were ’shat­ 
tered as with a hammer blow” by 
discoveries of 
modem 
American 
astronomers.

he found the theory that the uni­ 
verse was “exploding or expanding.”

HARRISBURG, 
Oct. 
26. —The 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania will 
spend in the neighborhood erf $275,- 
000 to diagnose unemployment ills 
and to devise, if possible, remedial 
measures for the ailments. 
That figure Is the estimated cost 
of the special legislative session to 
be called by Gov. Gifford Pirchot 
for November ». It is based or. ex­ 
penditures for extraordinary 
ses­ 
sions held by Pennsylvania in the 
past. 
The 1926 special session, called by 
Governor Pinchot in his first admin­ 
istration 
cost 
$273,561.69, 
Stàte 
Treasury records 
disclose. 
That 
gathering got under way on January 
13 and ended on February 18. The 
special session called by Governor 
Pennypacker in 1906 continued for 
just a month, and the cost at that 
time was placed at approximately 
the same figure. By limiting the 
subject matter to unemployment re­ 
lief, Governor Pinchot hopes the 
forthcoming session wül require no 
longer than a month to handle the 
problems entrusted to it. 
Included in the estimate of the 
cost of a special session are certain 
charges which remain absolute and 
unchanged whether the legislature 
requires a month or whether it needs 
three months to transact its busi­ 
ness. 
Bach member of the Assembly re­ 
ceives $500 for a special 
session. 
This is Just one-sixth of the amount 
he.gets for the regular session. The 
presiding officers of the two branch­ 
es receive an extra $500 for their 
work. 
Factors tending to vary the cost 
of the session 
according 
to 
its 
length are the fees paid to numer­ 
ous Senate and House attaches who 
receive amounts anywhere from $5 
to $10 a day while the legislature is 
convened. 
The major expense items, accord­ 
ing to treasury records of the 1926 
special session, 
included 
Senate 
costs of $63,421.60, House expenses 
of $182,232.80; printing and binding, 


$26,655 29, and Legislative Journal 
expenses, $1,252. 
The Senators’ salaries 
for 
the 
1926 special session totaled $25,500 
and their mileage ran to $4,487.70. (1 
Members of the

received 
$104,500 in salaries and $20,141.70 
for mileage. 
Other Items of Senate expense 
were;

There is something irresistibly at­ 
tractive about the idea of reducing 
weight by hot baths. 
Dissolving 
away the fat. 
It seems logical. The bath seems 
to burn the fat off. You feel lighter 
when you get out. You are lighter, 
as a matter of fact, because you 
have lost about a pound of water. 
You are thirsty and water isn’t fat­ 
tening. you’ve been told, so you 
drink three glasses of it. Then you 
don’t weigh yourself again. If you 
did you would find that the pound 
was back. The pound of an over­ 
weight is much more likely to come 
back than the British pound ster­ 
ling. (That wasn’t so good, but it 
will do as a period of depression 
joke, and as far as I can see it’s just 
as good as most of the depression 
jokes nowadays.) 
As a matter of fact, bathing of any 
kind does absolutely nothing to re­ 
duce weight. The physiology of the 
situation is all against it. 
If the 
bath did not call out any perspira­ 
tion there might be a chance of its 
accomplishing some reduction, but 
when the perspiration comes out 
weight reduction possibilities fade. 
This is because there are only 
three ways weight can be lost. One 
is by reducing the intake of food; 
the second is by using up more body 
tissue by exercise, and the third is 
by Increasing the internal combus­ 
tion and heat of the body. The bath 
is obviously directed toward the third 
I of these methods.

Tells Why He Resigned 
From American Legion 


WITCHES, HOBGOBLINS, SPOOKS ABROAD IN MOVIEDOM 


In his evening sermon delivered 
in the Epworth Methodist Episcopal 
church Sunday evening, October 25, 
Rev. Samuel L. Maxwell gave his 
reasons 
ior 
resigning 
from 
the 
American Legion. 
He confined his 
sermon for the most part to a pre­ 
pared address stating that he did 
not wish to run the danger of being 
misquoted, or saying something to 
which he had not given careful at­ 
tention. 
Prefacing his sermon Rev Max­ 
well said, "I want to make it clear 
at the outset that anything I may 
say is not to be considered a reflec­ 
tion upon the local post of the 
American Legion. 
I am resigning 
from the American 
Legion 
with 
deep regret for there is a bond of 
association between 
service 
men 
which is peculiarly binding. 
Member Since 1920 
“I have been a member of the 
Legion since 1920 and in that time 
have seen certain things done which 
I could not condone. Thinking th at 
they may have righted themselves 
I remained in as an active member 
but the time has come when I can 
no longer be a member and I be­ 
lieve' I owe it to myself to state 
my reasons.” 
Following this Rev. Maxwell set 
out several reasons. 
Briefly they 
were. The resolution of the Louis­ 
ville convention of 1929 which called 
upon the United States Senate to 
investigate the alleged lobbying of 
certain 
“quasi-religious, 
pacifist, 
radical and Communistic organiz­ 
ations.” Second on the list was the 
Federal Council of 
Churches in 
Christ. Following this organization 
were a number of others 
among 
them the American Civil Liberties 
Union, the Young Pioneers and oth­ 
er/;. 4 This was an uncalled for, un­ 
just and nasty slap at my church” 


said Rev. Maxwell. "In spite of the 
fact that the Council invited the 
Legion to investigate its activities, 
nothing ever came of it.” 
He then criticized the convention 
of 1931 held in Detroit for its action 
in asking congress to submit to the 
states the question of Prohibition, 
charging that this was a violation 
of the Legion constitution and had 
been ruled ou«, as a political ques­ 
tion at many previous conventions. 
"This is not in line with the pre­ 
amble of the Legion nor of the oath 
to uphold, obey and defend the 
Constitution,” said Rev. Maxwell. 
He also listed as a reason the en­ 
trance of the Legion into politics, 
saying that were such organizations 
as the Odd Fellows, Masons or any 
church to offer candidates because 
they were members of the organiza­ 
tions the country would rise in in­ 
dignation. "Because a man was in 
service for six months or a year is 
not sufficient reason why he should 
be given public office,” said Rev. 
Maxwell. 
Scores High Navy Plan 
He further listed as a reason, the 
effort of the American Legion to in­ 
duce Congress to build a greater 
Navy. 
He argued th at such men 
as General Pershing were against 
huge armaments, that the very pres­ 
ence of huge armaments inculcated 
the war fever and th at the action 
of the Legion was out of step with 
a world peace effort 
During the World War Rev. Max­ 
well was a chaplain in the United 
States Navy. In that time he serv­ 
ed aboard vessels that made regular 
trips to and from France in and 
out of the war zone. 
About 300 people heard the ser­ 
mon, among them a group of mem­ 
bers of the Perry S, Gaston Post, 
No. 343. American Legion.

Psychiatrist Contea 
Insanity Is No Defense 
In Most Murder Cases 


Federal Health Official Explains Mental Twist In Trank 
Killings On West Coast

WASHINGTON, Oct. 26.— With 
the qualification that information is 
almost wholly lacking to furnish 
him with a basis for 
conclusions 
concerning the psychology of the 
Judd-Samuelson-Leroi murder case 
at Los Angeles, Dr. Frank A. Car- 
melia, public health service psy­ 
chiatrist. declares, "With the excep­ 
tion of homicides purely upon im- 
oulse, that is to say, second degree 
killings, I incline to ascribe a men­ 
tal element to all murders. 
“Io do not mean to imply,” Dr. 
Carmelia added, "that as a general 
thing they are in the least to be ex­ 
tenuated on that account 
There 
doubtless is an occasional paranoiac 
who kills deliberately without re­ 
garding his act as murder, but 
usually premeditation implies full 
distinction on the homicide’s part 
between right and wrong, and he 
should be held accountable accord­ 
ingly. 
"The fact that flight invariably Is 
the first instinct of the Wller after 
his crime also Implies consciousness 
at least of his peril, but It may not 
imply that he holds himself blame- 
worthy, 
"When, however, he displays the 
coolness to ; remain on the seem 
while obliterating evidences of his 
own complicity, he begins to show a 
degree of cunning strongly indicative 
of an efficient working menrniity. 
This is not incompatible with insan­ 
ity. but it is nearly, if not quite, in­ 
compatible with a form of insanity 
suggesting deficiency in appreciation 
of his criminality. 
"Dissection of the victims* bodies, 
as in the present instances, does 
carry with it an impression of ex­ 
ceptional callousness, but not neces­ 
sarily to the same extent cm the part 
of a person habituated to hospital 
work and the sights and impressions 
of a surgical clinic as would be in­ 
ferred from one without such train­ 
ing. 


"Assuming the double murder to 
have been the work of a woman, the 
author’s sex should be viewed as 
weighing, I would say, among other 
considerations pointing to abnormal­ 
ity for on an average unquestionably 
woman is less prone than man to ex­ 
tremes of violence and cruelty. And 
while the dissection of a murder vic­ 
tim*« body may seem like a small 
matter after commission of the mur­ 
der, nevertheless there is an added 
touch of cold-bloodedness connected 
with it which by no means need be 
an accompaniment of 
the 
mere 
homicidal impulse. 
"Still, it is to be remembered that 
surgical training would count as a 
factor with a woman as well as with 
a man. 
"Moreover, in the case of unusual 
personalities or unusual 
circum­ 
stances, Kipling was not altogether 
wrong in his contrast drawn between 
the sexes. 
"Generally, the woman is the more 
merciful of the two, but where the 
rule fails to hold good she occasion­ 
ally shocks man by her excesses of 
violence. 
"That alcohol or drugs were tlie 
cause of the Phoenix killing does not 
essentially alter one’s estimate of the 
affair. Prolonged use of either does 
indeed lead to a blunting of the 
senses of right and wrong compara­ 
ble to the blunting effects of Insan­ 
ity. Added to this dullness might be 
added the effects of a recent dose of 
one or the other, the immediate re­ 
sult of which would be to weaken or 
destroy normal inhibitions—this is 
superimposed upon the underlying 
apathy. 
"Drugs especially act so different­ 
ly upon different individuals, how­ 
ever, that it is difficult to form an 
opinion without full acquaintance 
with the subject’s characteristics. 
"In general, insanity is a doubtful 
murder defense, morally speaking. It 
is invoked far oftener than it can 
properly be regarded as an excuse 
for the crimes attributed to it.”

of labor and, indirectly, 
of

subject of the empire!" 
Sir Ernest Benn, Bart, С. В , no­ 
ted British industrial economist and 
a leader of the Individualist move­ 
ment, issues this warning to Ameri­ 
cans in an interview granted exclu­ 
sively to Central Press. 
Britain's Folly 
“Britain’s present 
difficulties are 
but one-third due to the war and 
two-thirds due to her own follies of 
government," said Sir Ernest 
“We are suffering from 30 years 
of stupid worship of the 
govern­ 
mental idea. During those 30 years 
parliament and government depart­ 
ments have given us 3.000 new laws 
and hundreds of thousands of new 
rule« and orders having the effect of 
law. We are suffering from the at­ 
tempt to put government in front of 
individual enterprise in the mistaken 
belief that the state can support the 
citizen instead of actually 
being 
supported by him." 
The unhappy result of this policy, 
according to this British authority, 
is to actually prolong business de­ 
pression and increase unemployment 
instead of helping the situation. It 
is pointed out that instead of forc­ 
ing constructive activity, these acts 
of parliament and departmental or­ 
ders can only act as a restraining 
and depressing influence by 
pro- 


hibitlng the individual from doing 
specific things. 
“Only 70 per cent of our personal 
liberty remains,” remarked Sir Ern­ 
est, “You cannot sell a seed potato, 
give a cricket team a ride, cut down 
a tree or put up a fence, keep a 
chicken or listen to the wireless, 
have a baby or a drink, put on your 
working overalls or your bathing 
suit, lay a brick, sell a cherry, sit 
in your office window’ to look at 
the lord mayor’s show, or, in fact, 
do anything until some non-produc­ 
ing official has made a living from 
11 to 3 o’clock by giving you 
per­ 
mission.” 
Give Parliament A Vacation 
As a first step in the solution of 
the problem, this noted British in­ 
dustrial economist proposes that the

WASHINGTON, D. C , Oct. 26.— 
The army air corps cut its death per­ 
centage in half during the fiscal 
year of 1931, ended June 30, last, the 
War Department revealed today. 
During the 1931 fiscal period, the 
air corps flew 43,964.000 miles, with 
only 26 lives lost in fatal accidents 
involving 23 planes. In the previous 
fiscal year, 52 lives were lost in 41 
fatal accidents covering about 35,- 
600,000 miles. Fatalities in the 1931 
fiscal year averaged only one for 
everv 1,691,000 
miles 
of 
flying, 
whereas fatalities in the previous 
fiscal period had averaged one for 
every 684,000 miles. 
“These figures,” 
said 
Assistant 
Secretary of War F. Trubee Davison 
today, “compare favorably with simi­ 
lar statistics covering civilian flight 
operations, especially in view of the 
fact th a t the tactical demands of 
military aviation are more 
severe 
than the problem th at 
faces 
the 
non-military pilot, They represent a 
50 per cent decrease in fatalities dur­ 
ing the 1931 period as 
compared 
with 1930 coupled with an increase of 
more than 150 percent in the number 
of miles flown per fatal accident.”
